where ſundzy necellary and religious 
Lawes foz pꝛeſeruation of the Church 
and State were made, which they falſely 
and flanderouſly terme cruell Lawes, 
enactedagainſt them and their Religion, 
both plate and perſons ſhould be all de⸗ 
ſtroped and blowne vp at once, which 
would haue turned to the vtter ruine of 
this whole Kingdom.
